M. Oscar Schmidt, professor at the Uni- 
versity of Gratz, in Styria, bas invented a 
method by which pieces of living sponge 
are broken off and planted in a favorable 
spot.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Senator 
Chandler of New Hampshire to- 
day addressed the Senate on the 
Fisheries Treaty, which he said 
was dishonoring to the nation. 
Chandler quoted from the speech 
of Sir Charles Tupper, delivered 
before the Canadian Parliament, 
which, he said, libeled the Repub- 
lican party. Never before iu the 
history of the country had emis- 
saries of u foreign government 
openly engaged in negotiations 
with one political party, and the 
Senate ought to find a way to tell 
them that while American party 
strifes are bitter enough,they must 
not be made a basis of political 
negotiations. 

Chandler declared that Joseph 
Chamberlain came here anxious to 
negotiate a treaty, even at the ex- 
pense of conceding all the Ameri- 
can Government claimed, but from 
the vanity and anxiety of Bayard 


to be known as the negotiator of 
the * Davard-Chamberlain treaty,” 
his desire to protect the rights of 
American fisheries and the na- 
tional honor was overcome, and 
Chamberlain suddenly and unex- 
pectedly obtained a victory. 

But there must have been in this 
surrender more than the yanity 
and decrepitude of Bayard, and it 
was impossible to resist the con- 
clusion that a combination had 
been formed between the leaders 
ofthe Democratic party to sacri- 
lice the interests of New England 
fishermen aud break down the 
American tariff system, These in- 
jurious assaults on American in- 
terests by the combined forces of 
Euglish free-traders and Southeru 
Democrats ought to be met on the 
threshold by a rejection of this re- 
markable treaty. 

Chandler declared that the Mon- 
roe doctrine bad been formally and 
deliberately abandoned by the 
preseut Administration to the 
South. The Panama Canal was 
being constructed and within five 
vearsx the Isthmus of Panama was 
likely to become a French colony. 
While the Administration was op- 
posing and defeating the Nicara- 

ua cana! scheme, to the North the 
Jominion of Canada was growing 
stronger and more powerful than 
had ever been dreamed. She was 
boldly seizing the transportation 
interests of the United States; was

President Clevelaud submitted

Head in Irish Churches and Re- 
evrlved With tiseatiafactien. 


Dont, July 17.—A Papal en- 
cyclical letter was read yesterday 
iu all the Catholic churches iv the 
diocese of Dubliv, In the letter 
the Pope says he has heard with 
regret that excited meetings 
had been held, at which incousid- 
erate aul dangerous opiuions in 
regard to the recent Papal decree 


had been uttered; even the author- 
ity „f the decree itself being un- 
spared. He has also heard with 
pain that a forced interpretation 
was put on the decrec, and state- 
ments made that it was prepared 
without sufficient inquiry having 
previously been made. 

The Pope, while strongly deny- 
ing this axsumption, states that the 
decree was based upon the most 
complete infurmation. That pre- 
vious to its issuance he had held 
interviews with the Irish bishops 
on the subject, and sent atried and 
trusted delegate to Ireland to in- 
quire into and report upon the 
true condition of affairs, 

“The bishops,” he says, “ must 
remove all misconception and 
leave no room for any doubt as to 
the fcrce of the decree. ‘The whole 
system of the plan of campnign’ 
and boycotting is condemned as 
unlawful.” 

The letter is dated June 24th. 
It causes intense dissatisfaction, 
and at Bray the people left the 
church during its reading.
